desired and has become necessary to’ organize 
‘some system of sanitary control and. unifor- 
mity of conduct at our summer resort, as the 
negligence of afew may mean discomfort or 
danger tothe many. There is also great need of 
combination in the: matter of all supplies, ice, 
beef, ete, Diversity of opinion is rapidly suc- 
cumbing tounanimity of need, and things are in 
training now for all these matters to be properly 
undertaken, and a foreigner will be engaged to 
superintend things, as was done in Kuling. 
The Chinese do not come forward to meet any 
demand, and foreigners are therefore compelled 
to be their own butchers and provisioners, The 
native conservatism was-last year so far over- 
come as to permit o barber and corn cutter to 
put in an appearance at Peitaiho, and 1 believe 
milk is procurable in small quantities and 
qualities there, but beyond this nothing has 
been done in the way of native enterprise on 
account of the squeeze made by the local 
Yamen, Peitaiho is supposed to be officially 
included in the Part of Chingwan-tao, but our 
consuls have nat announced the fact and there 
is nothing as yet to prove it, Mr. Detring’s ap 
pointment as Coummissioner has not apparently 
taken effect, as he is still here with his charm- 
ing family . 

There is a dearth of servants in the port, or 
tather of: any ‘worth having, the constant 
stream of casual visitors, syndicate people 
etc. having quite ruined the market, and 
everyone is calling out about it, Globe trotters 
and transient residents arrive’ and offer cnor- 
mous. salaries and_naturally create _a_fictitious 
rate which we have tocomply with of go with” 
out.

Piracy on the Yangtze. 

A gang of thieves boarded the China Navi+ 
gation Co.’s steamer Moyany, bound up river, 
at Tatung about 10 o’clack on the night of the 
t3th instant. In all twelve persons:embarked, 
three of whom were bond fide passangers yho 
booked for Kiu-kiang. ‘The’ remainder not 
having their passage money had their clothes, 
as is custamary, taken in pawn. The men, 
who showed no signs of combination, took up 
berths in the various’ parts of the Chinese 
steerage quarters and scttled themselves quict- 
ly, However, ‘about three. hours later, just 
before the vesse] reached Ngankin, the nin 
men who were suddenly discovered to be 
armed with large knives and swords, made a 
‘raid on the Chinese ‘passengers’ effects. . The 
compradore's assistants tried to get them to 
desist, but were. in, consequence roughly 
handled, ‘one man being so injured as, to 
necessitate his removal to hospital on the 
ship’s arrival at Hankow. Finding the pirates 
were taking charye, the chief officer, Mr. Maun- 
drell, was aroused by the compradore and with 
the assistance of the officer of the watch, the 
second and third engineers, and native ctew 
the gang were after a hard struggle overcome 
and, with the exception of one who jumped 
overboard, handcuffed and secured in a spare

Catholic Mission,in Szechu- 
an, through the rebellion of Yii Man-tze,- has 
been fixed at Ts. 550,000, although a demand 
yas at first made for’ ‘Ts. 4,000,000, The 
ount.spent by the provincial authorities in 
crushing ’(and compounding with) the rebels 
was Tls. yooo which will have to be paid by 
the unlucky Chungking’ Tngthiship. At. least, 
that is what Viceroy Rein Ras recently 
hinted to the present incumbent in rather plain 
terms, as “the provincial authorities could, 
not ‘see their way to debit the amount. to 
the Imperial Government.” No less than 
35 battalions were brought into Chungking 
prefecture to crush the rebellion, which, on 
-paper,, should make the army of occupa- 
‘tion number something like 17,000 to 18,000 
men, This is what iteis intended to imply. to 
the Empress Dowager, but actually there were 
never, more than 8,000 men engayed, owing to 
the fact that some battalions numbered only 
350 men, others 200, and even as few as 135 
men. The originator of the, rebellion, Yii 
Man'tze, is, by profession a common miner in 
the coal districts, and that such a man should 
attain an almost world-wide reputation, will be 
a feather in the cap of many after generations 
bfthe Vii family.. As. a inatter of fact the 
rebellion of Yi Man-tze will obtain permanent 
recognition, not only because it will be 
embodied by the State Historiographer in the’ 
vhistory, of this dynasty, but becalise it has given, 
the French a plare in the political economy of 
Szechuan province itsett. Though the Yii 
Man-tze rebellion may now be said 10 be 


officially settled, important consequences have 
yetto.be reckoned with. ' . :

The Shipping Gonference is an exceedin: ly. 


strong one, and has practically controlled 
freights from the Far Enst for over a year, 
From a low rate, caused by competition,—so 
low as to be hardly payable to ship-owners~ 
the rte has been gradually increased, the 
system obtaining being a rebate on freights ‘at 
the end of the year if the cargo is shipped only 
by Conference steamers,’ ll now it stands 
vat 35/- ‘ 

Shippers have always grumbled since the 
rates were so abnormally increased, but with 
the nose between. the thumb and finger of the 
oppressor nothing, could be done. The last 
move, however, is likely ta stir the bile of ship. 
pers, in Singapore, ahd throughout the East, 
to bring in, if possible, shipping competition, 
The moment for the rise is. no doubt an ideal 
one, In conseytience of the political outlook 
there are no tramps available to come to the 
Enst, But not only are shippers upset by the 
‘rise, but they are also very much upset by the 
suddenness of the move, “Produce is sold’on n 
certain calcution of cost of freight.  [f chat rate 
is suddenly raised, the dealer suffers. There is 
always a certain amount of cargo held as ready 
to ship, but without the contracts being actually 
completed. It s_ssld on the basis of the curs 
rent rate of freight. On a moderatecalculation 
there are perhaps two thousand tons of freight, 
already sold on” the old b:; that will now 
have to pay the 3/-extra, That is the very con-" 
siderable, loss, inflicted for the inost part on 
Singapore firms, 1s not this a question for the 
Chamber of Commerce to take up? While of 
course it is a mere question of trading, prafit 
on the one side.and loss on the other, the gen- 
eral effect on the trade of the Colony is’ dis- 
tinctly bad. Witness its effect on the tapioca 
“trade of Malacca. -. ; 

As wo have said the Gonference is exceed: 
ingly strong, The rise is no doubt dictated 
from head’ offices, and there is not much good 
grumbling to‘agents here. Bu the question 
Is becoming a very serious one and a solution 
will have to be found, Excessive transport | 
rates have ruined many a trade, They add,not 
one fraction to the use-value of products and 
only enchance the exchange-value, which again 
tends to reduce consumption, ‘ . é 

It is a question for shippers and commercial 
men, But we wonder what would be the effect 
ofthe Russian Volunteer Fleet sending one of 
their magnificent steamers monthly direct to 
London? They carry little or no cargo fora 
great part of the yenr and so are available. 
Six or seven thousand tons of cargo sent off 
monthy would probably make the Conference 
‘situp\—Free Press, :
